In two other wall-cases are exhibited a 
remarkably beautiful series of necklaces in 
faience, semi-precious stones, and glass, 
lent by Mr. and Mrs. Goddard Du Bois. 
The grouping of beads in these necklaces 
has not been confined necessarily to con- 
temporary types, but has been carried out 
with the purpose of producing the most har- 
monious and effective combinations of form 
and color, and with highly pleasing results.
